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(Whereupon the meeting 
convened at 9:33 a.m. 
as follows:) 

SECRETARY GREENLEE: I'm Georgette Greenlee, 
the Secretary of the Board of Commissioners of the 
Chicago Transit Authority. The Committee on 
Strategic Planning and Service Delivery scheduled 
for 9:30 this morning will be followed by the 
Committee on Finance, Audit and Budget and the 
regular board meeting which is scheduled for 
10:00 a.m. On February 28th, 2023, the office of 
the Secretary issued a notice of changed format of 
meetings of Committees on Strategic Planning and 
Service Delivery and Finance, Audit and Budget as 
well as the Transit Board Meeting scheduled for 
today, March 8th, 2023. Due to the Covid-19 
pandemic, there is currently in place a statewide 
disaster proclamation that has been renewed from 
month to month. Pursuant to Section 7(e) of the 
Illinois Open Meetings Act, virtual public meetings 
are permitted while the disaster proclamation 
remains in effect. Since the Governor's disaster 
proclamation remains in effect in the state of 


Tllinois, the meetings of March 8th, 2023 are being 
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held electronically or virtually for members of the 
public. At this point we are ready to start the 
meeting of the Committee on Strategic Planning and 
Service Delivery. Chairman Miller? 

CHAIRMAN MILLER: I'd like to call to order the 
March 8th, 2023 meeting of the Committee on 
Strategic, Planning and Service Delivery. 
Georgette, can you, please, call the roll? 

SECRETARY GREENLEE: Yes. Director Lee? 

DIRECTOR LEE: Present. 

SECRETARY GREENLEE: Director Jha? 

DIRECTOR JHA: Present. 

SECRETARY GREENLEE: Chairman Miller? 

CHAIRMAN MILLER: Here. 

SECRETARY GREENLEE: Chairman Miller, you have 
a quorum present with three members. Also present 
today are Chairman Barclay and Director Jakes. 

CHAIRMAN MILLER: Thank you. Our first order 
of business is the approval of the 
February the 8th, 2023 committee -- committee 
minutes. May I have a motion to approve? 

DIRECTOR JHA: SO move. 

DIRECTOR LEE: Second. 


SECRETARY GREENLEE: The motion has been moved 
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by Director Jha. Seconded by Director Lee. 
CHAIRMAN MILLER: Thank you. 
SECRETARY GREENLEE: Director Jha? 
CHAIRMAN MILLER: Our next -- 
SECRETARY GREENLEE: Director Jha? 
DIRECTOR JHA: Yes. 
SECRETARY GREENLEE: Director Lee? 
DIRECTOR LEE: Yes. 
SECRETARY GREENLEE: Chairman Miller? 
CHAIRMAN MILLER: Yes. 
SECRETARY GREENLEE: The motion is approved 


with three yea votes. 


CHAIRMAN MILLER: Thank you. Our next order of 


business is a review of an ordinance authorizing 
the discontinuance of bus route number X98 Avon 
Express. Mike? 

MR. CONNELLY: Good morning. I'm Mike 
Connelly, your Chief Planning Officer. 


CHAIRMAN MILLER: Good morning. 


MR. CONNELLY: Staff are recommending approval 


of an ordinance which would authorize the 
discontinuance of the bus route number 98 Avon 
Express. Civic Staffing gave notice early this 


year that due to reduced workforce and resulting 
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low ridership they would end their subsidy of this 
route and requested that CTA should consider 
discontinuing the route. CTA has been operating 
this route with the subsidy from Civic Staffing 
Since 2002. It is designed to meet the end of 
shift time in the late evening hours on weekdays 
providing a connection from the manufacturing plant 
in Morton Grove to the Jefferson Park Transit 
Center. A public hearing was held on this 
discontinuance on February 22nd of this year to 
allow for community comment and there were no 
attendees. One comment was submitted 
electronically requesting that the route be 
continued. This comment has been shared with the 
board in your packet. Thank you. I'll be glad to 
answer any questions. 

CHAIRMAN MILLER: TI have no questions. 

THE COURT: Do any of the Directors have any 
questions about this ordinance? 

DIRECTOR LEE: No questions. 

DIRECTOR JHA: No questions. 

SECRETARY GREENLEE: Is there a motion? Is 
there a motion regarding this ordinance? 


CHAIRMAN MILLER: well, put it on the -- 
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SECRETARY GREENLEE: Director Jha? 

CHAIRMAN MILLER: -- omnibus. May TI have a -- 

SECRETARY GREENLEE: We have -- 

MR. RAY: At this point I think it would be 
appropriate for a motion to place the item on the 
omnibus for board approval. 

CHAIRMAN MILLER: Right. Yes. Yeah. May 
I -- yeah. May I have leave to place this item on 
the omnibus for board approval? 

DIRECTOR JHA: So moved.

SECRETARY GREENLEE: May -- we also have to 
approve the minutes from the February 8th meeting. 
May we have a motion to approve the meeting -- the 
minutes from the last meeting from the Committee 
for Strategic Planning, Services and Delivery from 
the meeting of February 8th, 2023? 

DIRECTOR JHA: SO move. 

DIRECTOR LEE: Second. 

SECRETARY GREENLEE: Director Jha? 

DIRECTOR JHA: Yes. 

SECRETARY GREENLEE: Director Lee?

DIRECTOR LEE: Yes. 

SECRETARY GREENLEE: Director Miller? Chairman 
Miller? 

CHAIRMAN MILLER: Yes. Yes.
